twice, for 
diunkennese The police records show 
that George Mitchell was arrested Jan. 
20 for drunkenness and that he paid a 
fine of $4.80 before Justice Provost 
the next day. The records show fur- 
ther that Mitchell was arrested a sec- 
ond time, Mkrch 17, for drunkenness 
and that he was released soon after; 
ward. Policeman Marshall was quite 
sure that the body was that of the 
Mitchell which

charge and this identification led to 
the tracing of the young fellow to Be- 
ment where he has been staying.

Ordinances Are Not Valid. 


At the meeting of the city council 


Monday night there weie lead two or- 
dinances. 
One was principally speci- 


fications for concrete sidewalks which 
rray heieafter be built in Decatur. The 
other contained the specifications for 
brick sidewalks to be-hereafter built. 
There was no explanation for the ap- 
pearances of these ordinances, 
and 


i tally it seems that there should have 
been some for it is a departure from 
the practice of twenty or moie years 
in this city Always the council passed 
!\n omnibus ordinance for the con- 
stiuction of sidewalks in all parts of 
thp city and it \\as in that ordinance, 
yc-ar after year, that the specifications 
foi their construction were given. 


Last surrfmer after the passage of 


the annual sidewalk ordinances the dih- 
covery was rnartp tnat the 
supreme 


couit had recently ruled that an omni- 
bus otdmance foi 
public 
impiove- 


iients was not in accord with the law. 
It was top late to change the ordin- 
ince but there was no effoit to crowd 
those persons who failed to obey the 
provisions of the ordinance by con- 
structing walks 
The city attorney 


aid that If anyone should piotest and 
jefuse to obey they could not, under 
;he ruling of the supreme couit, be 
made to pay the speplal assessment for 
the cost of the work, assessed against 
tleir property. They were not pushed. 


The ordinance was faulty in 
this, 
that It is contrary t* the law's intent 
concerning local Improvements. The 
ourt holds that it cannot be said that 
an Improvement In the 
nature of a 


sidewalk, built upon one street is a 
benefit to a property in a remote part 
of the city, and yet it had been the 
practice to embody all of the various 
Improvements in the same ordinance. 
Under the ruling if the court each in- 
dividual improvement must be provid- 
ed for in a sepaiate ordinance. 
Ail 


walks built upon one atieet will, or 
may be embodied In one ordinance, 
but those for the next street, parallel, 
must be in a separate ordinance, and 


on. 
If there is only a piece of 


walk upon the street a separate or- 
dinance will be required 
Under this ruling, If any of the per-

a former free franchise. Of course no 
one would contend that the people 
of this city would be satisfied If the 
council should prevent the Interur- 
ban line'1 from 
passing through the 


city This being true It follows that In 
a relative degree the people would 
not favpr Imposing hard conditions in 
the war of this enterprise which wilt 
be of more benefit to our city than 
any project recently presented to it.

These people understand the 
importance, to those who are investing 
their capital in this enterprise, pi a 
IrancttiSe for at least that period and 
they' pfeo realize the value this Inter- 
urban line vill be to our city.

WILL-NEGOTIATE 


Special Committee Will Recommend 


That the Wibich B* Sounded On 


the Question of • Viaduct. 


THE CONDITIONS MAKE IT EASY 


To Construct a Sub-Way at Van Dyke 


Street. 


The members of the special com- 
mittee named to investigate the prop- 
osition to build a sub-way at the inter- 
section of the Wabash tracks 
and 


VanDyke street, accompanied by City 
Engineer Loring, went out to look over 
the ground on Wednesday afternoon. 


The members of the committee are 
Aldermen Hunt, Dillehunt, Fribourg 
and Payne. 
They will 
recommend 


that negotiation be opened' with the 
managerrent of the Wabash railroad 
with a view of arriving if possible, 
at some amicable understanding in 
relation to a division of the costs of 
the improvement suggested. 
The people living in the western part 


of the city have for a long time want- 
ed a railroad crossing in that part 
of the city. 
One time the suggestion 


v.as made that an overhead crossing 
bt made at the intersection of Dun- 
ham street and the 
Wabash. 
The 
track at that place is }rt a. cut of per- 
haps eight feet, and to the person^ not 
versed in such matteis it seemed that 
all that would be necessary was 
to 


put a bridge across the cut and 
the 


tiling was done. 
An 
investigation 


proved that it would be necessary to 
lift the proposed bridge at least thir- 
teen feet" above the edge of the em- 
bankment as It now exists. That could 
not be done except at heavy cost and 
the city was not then alid perhajps is 
not now ready to emfiark in such an 
expensive undertaking. 


City Engineer Loring made 
some 


measurements and found that the top 
.of the rail of the track at VanDyke 
street is even sixteen feet'above the 
sidewalk level on 'the .north side of 
the track. 
It is not uncommon for the 
street 
grade to be as much as twelve inches 
below the sidewalk grade, and if 
it 
was made so in this case to accommo- 
date a sub-way, there would be in the 
clear a space of about thirteen or 
fourteen feet. 
The bildge spanning 


the subway would be from three to 
four feet deep. 
That would be am- 


ple for all ordinary pui poses and would 
be three feet more than was obtained 
at the Eldorado Street viaduct. 


There can be no accurate estimate 


of the cost of this improvement foi- 
the reason that there is no way 
of 


telling what the railroad 
company 


v, ould say was necessary in 
abut- 


rr cuts to support the-superstructure. 
Ic is not Improbable that the railroad 
company would w«nt the abutments 
made of sufficient size to (accommo- 
date a double- track at some future' 
t'me. 
It Is not needed/now but there 


is no telling when It^will and It is 
pojlfiy of the company In 
maxing 


such improvements to" provide always 
foi such contingencies, , 


No one can tell now what 'portion of 


the cost, the city will assume, When 
tlip Eldorado street viaduct was con- 
si meted the municipality 
assumed 


what Was afterwards thought by some 
persons to be more 
than 
Decatur's 


share and all of that roust be consid- 
ered before it will be known what 
icrt of a viaduct, if any, is to be don- 
structed at VanDyke:"street. 


JNegotlatlng with railroad compan- 


ies is notoriously slo*1 w'ork unless 
the company takes thfe initiative and 
then there is haste plenty. 
The rail- 


road company does not ,rieed a viaduct 
and the corporation m any 
event 
must pay the major portion of 
the 


c-ost, so an agreement fs not likely to 
be reached in a hurry. 


For more than a year there has beeji

steak unless It was to broil it over

coals.

In the presence of the members of 


the club, about seventy-five in num- 
ber, Mrs. Metz showed how to make 
creamed mushrooms. 
She took two 


parts of potatoes to one part of mush- 
rooms. The potatoes were cut In discs 
the size of the mushrooms and were 
boiled until tender. 
Then the water 


was poured off and cream put over 
the potatoes. 
Thickening was added 


and then the mushrooms with 
salt 


and pepper and last a piece of butter 
about the size of a walnut.

FURTHER DETAILS 


Of the Action Taken By the State Of- 


ficials Agains the Loyal Amer- 


ican Society. 


OFFICERS MAKE 
FLAT DENIAL. 


Insist There Is No Ground for the 


Granting of An Injunction. 


Members of the Loyal Americans in 


Becatur are very much concerned in 
thf news published In the Herald yes- 
teiday concerning the action 
taken 


against the society by the state insur- 
ance department. 


Further details are given in 
the 


Springfield papers. 


The btyl recites that on 
Sept. 7, 


1900, 
the Loyal Americans was organ- 


i7ed under the insurance laws of the 
state and that In September, 1903, the 
society absorbed "the. Fraternal Army 
of America, taking the name of the 
Fraternal Army of Loyal Amei leans. 
In Febiuary, last, the society merged 
with the Royal Circle. 


$30,000 Drawn Without Warrant. 
Suspicion arose that all was not 


well with the organization and on 
March 22, 1904, the slate superinten- 
dent of Insurance detailed 
Lucius 


Prouts, W. li Tales and L. K. Cleve- 
land to make an examination of the 
books and affali's"-of 
the 
concern. 


These men reported that the organ- 
isation had failed to comply with its 
rules, restrictions and by-laws and 
had exceeded Its powers. 


The allegation was made that the 


officers had drawn $30,000 
"without 


warrant of law and in violation of the 
constitution and by-laws of the soci- 
ety." 
The bill further alleges that 


B J. Dunn, who Is supreme presi- 
dent of the Royal Circle, In'the month 
ol October, 1903, and the month of, 
Februaiy, 1903, drew the sum of $30,- 
000 not authorized by the executive 
council and for which no adequate 
consideration ever was received. 


The haimony, it is declared in 
the 


bill, was drawn through a conspiracy 
entered into by E, J. Dunn, who at 
that time was supreme attorney for 
the Fraternal Army of Loyal Ameri- 
cans. James A. Easley, supreme treas- 
urer; Edwin F Smith, supieme pres- 
ident, and Ira J. Bell, supreme secie- 
tary. 
The examination Is alleged to 


have shown that during the year 1903 
Smith and Bell under oath "wilfully 
and fraudulently" omitted from their 
statement to the department twenty- 
t\vo claims for insurance, amounting 
to $22,829.08. 


About the time the, affairs of the 
Fraternal Army of Loyal Americans 
wore Investigated the business of the 
Royal Circle was looked into. 
This 


order also was leported to be ihsol- 
\ent. 
It was charged that its officers 


had conspired to secure $50,000 and 
that less than one-tenth of its mem- 
bers voted on the consolidation prop- 
osition 
The bill states that the ob- 


ject urged by the officers for consoli- 
dation was to reduce expenses, but 
that as a matter of fact it increased 
the expenses, that the total salary 
paid the officer* for both societies 
for 1903 was $39,200. 
The salaiy of 


the six oflceis of the Loyal Americans 
in 1903 was $10,737. 


Conspiracy is Charged. 
The allegation Is made that the of- 


ficers' salaries and expenses under 
the consolidation have beep increased 
over $20,000 a year and that the In- 
crease has been voted by the officers 
themselves In 
consummation of 
a 


scheme and conspiracy to obtain oon- 
tiol of the assets of the corporation 
and convpit the same to their own 
use 
With the consolidation of 
the 


Fraternal Army of Loyal Americans 
•nlth the Royal Circle it is get forth 
that the by-laws were so arranged as 
to keep the officers in power. 


On Feb. 5, 1904, the liabilities of the 


consolidated societies, it Is declared) 
exceeded the assets by $17,266.67. But 
in such statement of assets, It js as- 
serted, the moneys paid to E. J. Dunn 
to the amount of $30,000 are omitted 
fiom the statement and If treated as 
if paid the deficit in the assets would 
bo increased bv $30,000. 


The bill recites that all the assets 


or the Fraternal Army of Loyal Amer- 
icans, so far as have, not been unlaw- 
fully taken from the society by Its 
officers and others, aie now assets 
of the Royal Circle and that the offi- 
cers who were and are liable to the 
Fraternal Army of Loya Americans are 
now liable to the Royal Circle in the 
same amounts. 
All liabilities of the 


Fraternal Army of Loyal Americans, 
it is declared, have been assumed by 
the Royal Circle. 


It is alleged that the Fraternal Army 


o£ Loyal Americans exceeded Its pow- 
er* and has conducted the business 
fraudulently and has failed to comply 
with the provisions of the act under 
which it was incorporated and that 
the same charges also apply to the 
Royal Circle. 


The assets of the Royal Circle oth- 


et-wise known as the Loyal Americans, 
consist of cash to the amount of $24.- 
3S121; mortgages to the amount of 
$20,000, stocl^ to the amount of $12,- 
000; 
a deposit with the United States 


Guaranty company of'$1,500 and mor- 
tuary assessments due and unpaid to 
the amount of $32,500. It was set forth 
that the mortgages and stock 
are 


enslly converted Into cash and ..that 
the officers have for many months 
past been engaged In a scheme and 
ccnspiracy to wreck the company and 
convert its cash and securities to their 
own use. 


Officers Make Statement, 
The officers of the Loyal Ameri- 


cans state that there are absolutely 
no grounds for the granting of the 
prayer of the petitioner, that the al- 
legations of the bill Are not at a'I In 
accordance with th,e facts as they will 
be presented to the court whin the 
cause Is heard, and that the public 
should suspend judgment until a de- 
cision is rendered, which will probably 
be within a day or two. It Is under- 
stood that the officers are already pre- 
paring their answer, and will ask for 
an immediate hearing in order that 
the business of the society may be 
carried on uninterruptedly. 


It is claimed that the order ia in 


good condition in every way and that 
those who are responsible for 
the 


bringing of the suit acted with undue 
haste and in A, manner which they 
would not had they been acquainted 
with' the true condition of affairs. The 
further statement is made that the al- 
legations in the bill in regard to the 
liabilities of the order are gross ex- 
aggeration!*, for the reason that they 
include outlawed and rejected claims 
which the order «wlll not be required 
to pay, claims that have been defeated 
in court, and on K great many claims 
a larger amount than the order te 
liable for, beatdea awrcral claims which 
have already been paid.

THE SLAYER OF BEAUCHAMP 


Is Suffering With 
Blood 
Poisoning 


' and May Not Recover. 


NO EXCUSE FOR THE SHOOTING 


E White and C H. 'Bullard 
who 


went to New Orleans to attend the 
burial of Conductor Beauchamp, who 
was fatally shot at Burgin, Ky., ai- 
rhed home yesterday. ' 
According to the story that they tell 


concerning the affair there was abso- 
lutely no warrant for the assault up- 
on the dead man. 
Beauchamp had 


at one time been yardmaster for the 
Queen & Crescent at Bargin. 
During 


that time one day a yaid crew block- 
ed a. crossing a few moments longer 
than was allowed under the ordin- 
ances. 
Afterwards Beauchamp went 


on the road as conductor 
In the 


meantime complaint for a violation of 
the ordinances had 
been 
entered 


against Beauchamp as an Individual. 
One day when ffls tiam was in that 
town the marshal spoke to the con- 
ductor about the complaint. 
Beau- 


champ said that the magistrate should 
assess the fine and that when he went 
through the city the next time the 
marshal should tell him what the fine 
amounted to and he would pay. That 
sort of an arrangement would save 
him any loss of time from the road 
and save him that much. 
He thought 


that if he paid the fine that was as 
much as should be imposed upon\ him 
without causing him to lose time. He 
supposed that was satisfactory. 
The 
day of the shooting as Beauchamp 
came from the freight house 
with 


some way bills in his hand he was 
met by the marshal wDo put his hand 
ou Beauchamp's shoulder and declared 
him under arrest, at the game time 
putting the muzzle of a,revolver against 
the breast of his prisoner. 
Beau- 


champ protested against the use of 
tho weapon and said "For Qod's sake 
don't shoot me." 
The next instant 


the marshal began firing. Then Beau- 
cbamp reached for his revolver.

IDEAL SPRING WEATHER 


Has Given GaWen TrucH a Big Boom 


In Alabama<, 


The latest contribution1 of. the Mis- 


sissippi gardeners to the markets of 
Decatur Is green peas. The first con- 
signment arrived yesterday. The juall- 
ty and condition were floe in spite of 
the fact that they had been 'shipped 
considerable 
distance. They 
were 


selling at wholesale at $3 per bushel. 


The greatest complaint that the conv- 


mission men have, next to the cry 
against tne advance In the price of po- 
tatoes, Is that they cannot get/ straw- 
berries in such large quantities as they 
want, nor with the regularity that Is 
necessary to build and '-hold a trade. 
The southern shippers are making the 
mistake of consigning the bulk of their 
stuff to Chicago to the exclusion of 
such markets as Decatur. 
That the 


bulk of their stuff goe»$to Chicago is 
not surprising but jttitUs* surjpHsing 
that they would pass up'Decatur alto- 
gether. They do not make any money 
by that because when they miss Deca- 
tur entirely for a few days the dealers 
here go Into the Chicago market and 
buy berries cheaper than 
they get 


them when the fiuit is shipped to De- 
catur direct and sometimes they get 
fruit from the farms of the men who 
occasionally ship to Decatur. 
All of 


the strawberries that have been ship- 
ped to Decatur this spiing have sold 
at a higher average than those sent 
to Chicago. 
Potatoes are selling al wholesale for 


$1 20 per bushel and the commission 
men say that the price will be higher 
than that within another week. For 
the last week the price on potatoes 
has advanced about a cent per bushel 
per day. 
The commission men say 


that the margin is now woefully small 
and that it Is practically certain that 
the wholesale price.here next week will 
be five if not ten cents 
per bushel 


higher. 
A big commission firm in Mobile, 


Ala., in a letter to one of the Decatur 
commission men say they will soon be 
shipping a fine lot of "truck." A part 
of the letter follows. 
Mobile, Ala., April 4, 1904. 
"We take pleasure in Informing you 


that up to the present time we have 
had what may truthfully 
be called 


"Ideal" weather; and, as a consequence, 
all crops at this point are at least two 
weeks In advance of. former seasons. 
If we continue 
to 
have 
favorable 


weather until all our crops are har- 
vested, we expect to market this sea- 
son the largest and best crops of cab- 
bage, beans and potatoes this section 
has ever produced. 
Shipments of cabbage will start In 


a small way about April 10, a<d in car 
lots about the 20th;-bean* and potatoes 
will follow close behlnd< the cabbage.
